Washington,Feb. 17.—Senator Chan- 


dler's speech in the senate in advocacy 
of bimetallism was one of the notable 
efforts of the present session, not only 
for the scholarly manner with which 
the senator presented the question 
Jrom his standpoint, but for the bitter 
sarcasm addressed to Senator Palmer 
aad the Indianapolis convention, toe 
arraignment, of silver Republicans, 
who bolted the St. 1-ouis convention, 
and for the dramatic personal ex- 
change between Mr. Chandler and Mr. 
Pettigrew, the latter being one of the 
bolLeis from the St. Louis convention. 


V.r. Chandler's speech lasted three 


Iiours and was replete with incident. 
It was ac argument against single 
standard c£ either metal, gold or sil- 
ver, and a warning against a policy of 
monometallism. 


1 lu-n thf senator turned to political 


phases cf 
the question, speaking in 


turn of Mr. Bryan, of Pulmc-r and of 
>,IcK>nley. 


Mr. Palmer sat across the aisle and 


was 
frequently 
addressed by 
the 


speaker as one who had contributed to 
the election of McKinley. 


The controversy between Mr. Chan- 


dler and Air. Pettigrew was one of the 
hottest personal episodes the senate 
las had in some time, the South Da- 
kota senator declaring that Mr. Chan- 
dler's statements relative- to the viola- 
tion of pledges at 
St. Louis were 


•wholly an'l absolutely false. Mr. Chan- 
dler did nut modify his statement, but 
mutual explanations restored cordial 
relations. 


The peroration of Mr. Chandler w-fts 


an appeal to the incoming president 
and his advisers to heeu the needs of 
the people, particularly on the money 
question, and a warning of speedy po- 
litical disaster certain to follow delay. 


The early p'trt. of the speech was a 


presentation 
of 
t,he principles of 


finance, the senator arguing against a 
single standard of either metal, silver 
or gold. 


He traopd tlte gradual demonetiza- 


tion of silver, tbo closing of our mints 
against the silver dollar in 1S73; the 
cflorts to restore silver, and the seri- 
ous blow struck by England against 


(•silver in closing the Indian mints. But 


i It remained for Secretary Carlisle, the 
i senator declared, to strike the most 
fatal blov at silver, in issuing his or- 
der tliat the government would redeem 
its paper obligations in gold only. 


By that act Secretary Carlisle struck 


out cf use a va.^t amount of silver and 
drew on the depleted world's supply 
of gold and p.svc the final blow to sil- 
ver. From 
thu effects of this low 


depth to which it has been reduced by 
the- demonetization of silver, bimetal- 
lism must 
now begin its toilsome 


struggle upward. 


Mr. Chandler took up tho fall of 


prices, partk-uiariy in 
f.irm product1;, 


resulting 
from silver demonetization. 


The wnator declared that within the 
last 20 years there had been a steady 
fall of prices in all classes of property. 
His own convictions thsit silver de- 
monetization was at the bottom of this 
downward movement in prices caused 
him to seriously doubt whether tho 
era of restored prosperity was near al 
hand. He was led to the conclusion, 
10 said, that prices had not 
yet 


'touched bottom." 


At one point Mr. Chandler caused 


much amusement by addressing him- 
Belf to Mr. Palmer, who sat across the 
nisle. The 
Xew Hampshire senator 


lad read a list of standard authorities 
on bimetallism, ana then turning to 
Mr. Palmer he presented the Illinois 
senator a copy of the list, saying he 
felt it would be helpful to the candi- 
date of tnc Indianapollb convention. 


Mr. Chandler said silver monometal- 


lism had led to the 
defeat 
of Mr. 


Bryan. 
The other element of the 


Democratic party had selected Palmer 
and Buckncr on a single gold standard 
platform. It had resulted in giving to 
these 
estimable candidates 
13G.UOO 


votes in a total of 14.000,000 votes. 
Nevertheless, pniii Mr. Chandler, the 
assistance of these old-fashioned gen- 
tlemen in the election of Mr. McKiulcy 
was in a worthy cause. 


Mr. Palmer lemaiued 
in his sent 


across tho aisle smiling occasionally 
at Mr. Chandler's sarcastic allusions to 
him. 
This, however, was but the prel- 


ude to a sensational episode between 
Mr. Chandler and Mr. Pettigrew.

The Lima Philosophical Society 


met last evenicg in the circuit c;..urt 
room at iise court hcu;e, and held 
one uf the most JoltrebtiEg meeting* 
that have been given this year. Tbe 
society was well represented wHh 
its members, and a large number of 
visitors were present. The discus- 
sions were participated in by a large 
number of the members of the sc- 
ciety, and the subject as discussed 
was a source of much interest and in- 
formation to ail who were in at- 
tendance. 


T££ subject wa«, '-"Shall the Amer- 


ican Power Become One of tbe Great 
Powers." Tne discussion was le^fl] 
by Mr. James Haiihiil, who. at-! 
tempted to stow tne 
powc-r or 


the nation by comparing the produc- 
tion of wheat and corn and comparing 
the forty tons of man power and 
horse power of this country to other 
nations. He showed this" to be in 
our favor and in some cases as much 
as four to one. 


He favored either the annulling of 


ibe Clayton and Bulwer treaty or its 
modification. He believed in 
the 


Jnited States adopting a selfish or 
ndependent policy and thought it j 
was proper to interfere ic internation- 
al atTalrs when it was to the interest, 
of tbe United States. He strongly 
favored the strengthening of the 
army and especially the navy so as to 
place them on a strong war footing. 


Dr. Kahle followed in the discus 


sion and for the most part agreed 
with Mr. Halfhlll and followed in the 
same line of discussion. He favored 
tbe annexation of Cuba. 
ilr. Eastman then spoke and said 


it was impossible to measure the 
greatness of a nation by means of Jts 
physical power. 
No one would 


acknowledge that Sandow was a 
greater man than Pope, although 
Pope was a weak man and of very 
small physique. 


Mr. Haithill had stated that the 


per cent, of the price of wages had 
increased SO per cent.

.Angara Goats In the S<mth. 


I have b«enbreeding Angora goats for 


14 years and find it si very profitable 
business. I have a hnrbed wire pusim-i; 
fence, with several division fences, all 
marie of ten of the be^t barbed wire1;. 
Still, the wolves will honu-tinies jiet iu 
by scratching tiuough under the lo-.vu.st 
wire, but we generally get the wolves 
now, before they dr> much damage, by 
setting steel traps at such hole* on liotb 
sides of the fence. We generally fasten 
three steel traps together and do Dot 
fasten the traps to anything. 


Early in ihe morning one of the boys 


will go there with tlio dogs and a gun. 
The clogs will talce the (rail, and the 
wolf is generally not more than 300 yards 
away, often with mure than one foot in 
si trap. If traps are fastened, the wolf 
or wildcat is uiorc.likely to break loose. 
In very cold weather they are liable to 
bite their caught feet of? or jerk Intx-ic, 
as they soon have no feeling in their 
freezing feet. If they can travel, hr.w- 
cver slow, with their dragging traps, 
they are not likely to try 1o break loos-,- 
from the traps.
